Activists, businesses still 
at odds on minimum wage

A city task force’s recent recommendation 
to raise the minimum wage satisfied neither 
activists who wanted a higher number nor 
business interests who wanted no raise at all. 

Mayor Emanuel’s minimum wage working 
group this week announced a finalized pro- 
posal to raise Chicago’s minimum wage from 
$8.25 to $13 over four years. 

“This is the right standard for the city of 
Chicago, the right value,” Emanuel said at a 
news conference Tuesday. 

Under the recommendation, which is not 
binding, the minimum wage would go up 
$1.25 every year for three years, then $1 in the 
year after that. Subsequent raises would be 
pegged to inflation. 

Emanuel noted that the working group 
was divided on the issue. 

“There was disagreement. We had that last 
night {at} the dinner table at my home. That 
comes in life,” he said. “I didn’t expect uni-

formity.” 

If parties on both sides are dissatisfied, 
does that make the $13 proposal a good com- 
promise? 

“Generally I think that rule of thumb 
holds true,” said Tanya Triche, vice president 
of the Illinois Retail Merchants Association 
and a member of the working group. “In this 
case, it’s not about being unhappy, it’s about 
raising costs to business owners and then try- 
ing to figure out how they are going to meet 
the increase in their costs.” 

Ald. John Arena (45th), a sponsor of a City 
Council ordinance that would raise the mini- 
mum wage to $15, called the working group’s 
recommendation “half a loaf.” 


“What I’d like to know is ... why 132” he 
said. “What’s the justification for 13? I know 
the justification for 15. It’s based on solid eco- 
nomic math. Is 13 arbitrary? Is 13 just not 15 
and that’s the reason for it? What are we try- 
ing to achieve here?” 

Amisha Patel, executive director of Grass- 
roots Collaborative, said her group would con- 
tinue to push the city for a $15 minimum wage. 

“We're definitely going to be in the streets 
moving forward an aggressive voter engage- 
ment program to really make sure that alder- 
men hear from their constituents that their 
job is not done yet,” she said. “Their job is 
not done with 13 an hour.”

Mayor: Minimum 
wage hike push 
not political

Mayor Emanuel on Tuesday insisted that his 
push to raise the minimum wage in Chicago 
and across the state is not a political ploy 
aimed at driving Democratic turnout in the 
November election, but the right thing to 
do for families struggling in poverty. 

“This is not about ginning up for an elec- 
tion,” Emanuel said. “We’re doing this to 
make sure those who work for a living, work 
to make ends meet, have a paycheck that 
starts on the first but falls short by the 30th, 
that they have what they need to make sure 
the minimum wage pays the goal of no child 
whose parent works is raised in poverty.” 

Emanuel’s comments came as he official- 
ly unveiled his task force’s recommenda- 
tion that Chicago raise its minimum wage 
to $13 an hour. The task force voted 13-3 to 
suggest raising the rate to $13 an hour by 
2018, up from the current $8.25 per hour. 

The mayor reiterated Tuesday that the 
City Council would hold off on voting 
on the recommended wage increase until 
after the Nov. 4 election, when state law- 
makers could take up a statewide mini- 
mum wage hike in Springfield. 

In November, Illinois voters will be 
asked in an advisory referendum whether 
the state should raise its rate to $10 an 
hour. A big vote in favor of raising the 
minimum wage could provide the political 
impetus necessary to pass a statewide hike. 

“Our goal is that the state will do it,” 
Emanuel said. “If they don’t, we’re poised 
to act and the work has been done, and the 
City Council will be ready to act.” 

In fact, the mayor said he would intro- 
duce the proposed minimum wage in- 
crease at the next City Council meeting, 
so that the plan can be acted on quickly 
later this year. 

Emanuel also was asked whether Chica- 
go would go forward with raising the mini- 
mum wage to $13 an hour if the state raises 
its wage statewide to around $10 an hour. 
He did not answer the question, instead 
deferring to task force’s co-chairmen— 
Ald. Will Burns (4th) and John Bouman, 
president of the Sargent Shriver National 
Center on Poverty Law. 

Burns said if the state raises its mini- 
mum wage, it would make it easier for the 
City Council to “tee up” the issue. Bouman 
said the task force found “substantial jus- 
tification” that Chicago’s minimum wage 
should be higher than the rest of the state.

Loyola rolls out new app 


‘Here for You’ aims 
to help students deal 
with sexual assault

This summer, incoming Loyola University 
students are getting a new digital tool to 
fight the sexual assault problem on college 
campuses. 

With funding from the U.S. Department 
of Justice, a group of Loyola administra- 
tors and students created “Here for You,” 
a mobile app that walks users through the 
campus resources available to students who 
have experienced sexual violence, including 
dating and domestic violence, stalking or 
sexual assault. 

Students also can select an option on 
the app called, “I’m not sure,” when they 
need help navigating incidents that are not 
clear-cut. 

The idea was to make campus resources 


more accessible to stuclenrs, acconLing Tc 
Stephanie Apclla, a seniad health cdicator an 
Lnnwola who coorcdinares the scho’s acol 
assault and demestic vidkenee advocacy sce 
vires. She said same studenss don't Feel cam 
fortable copying down inforrmarion from a 
poster in their dorm or talking to their cal- 
lege advisers after being assaulted, whereas 
an app can help them quickly iskentify what 
they need and with whom to talk. 

“We wanted to have a private way for stu 
dents to access that information, and fer 
students can help a frieml,” she said. “Stu 
dents are always on their cellphones, so thar 
was important to us.” 

Sexual violence can have a basting effect on 
a student’s college trajectory, many counsel 
ors say, especially if the student ties to ienore 
the incident. Some have tranily leaving their 
dorm or being alone, or have trouble comecn- 
trating on schoolwork andl arrencling class. 

It’s also an underreported prablem, par 
ticularly on college campuses where students 


are sometiogss encouraged to treat the probs: 
lem as auarversicy disciplinary matter, rather 
than goon the police,

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Visitor trapped in Cook 
County jail for 30 hours

A man who went to visit his son at the Cook 
County Jail was accidentally trapped inside a 
maximum security area for about 30 hours over 
the weekend, authorities said Tuesday. 

He was rescued when he broke a sprinkler 
head, thereby alerting Chicago Fire Depart- 
ment firefighters, who found him about 1 a.m. 
Monday, said Cook County sheriff’s spokes- 
woman Cara Smith. 

“We're tremendously sorry for what this 
man went through,” Smith said. 

His ordeal started about 6 p.m. Saturday, 
when he was on his way to his weekly visit with 
his son, who is in sheriff’s custody awaiting a 
trial on a drug case. His son, who has been in 
the jail for about 13 months, had been moved 
to a different area, a tier for “workers” that the 
man wasn't familiar with. 

“He was told to proceed ahead and stay to 
the right te eo to the visitor acca,” Smith said 
“Te encountered adonr that was propped open 
itd hewent in and the coor shat behind bin.” 

He was locked in the room, where people 
visit Che “highese classification.” superosi- 
mum security prisoners.

The room is a visiting area that contractors

“There’s no reason te check on that rec be- 
cause it’s not used on the weekends,” Smirh said, 

The room contains three steals and three 
glass partitions. 

“Brilliantly, he broke the sprinkler head! ade, 
which alerted the fire departoment se they were 
able to identify where it was coming from and 
they went in and found him,” Smith saiel, 

“He was incredibly, obviously rehevnd and 
couldn’t have been mare grariaus,” when they 
found him after about 3 haus, she said, 

The man, who is mirie-age, had to have a 
“couple of stitches” on anc of his thumbs trac 
breaking the sprinkler and was taken a Husk 
University Medical Center.

STANDING UP FOR STAND-UP 


Welcome to Chicago’s 
first homegrown, 
all-stand-up festival

When local comedian Katie McVay discovered 
in December that the Just For Laughs Festi- 
val was not returning to Chicago this year, she 
tweeted the news and posted it on Facebook 
with a plea for someone to put together an event 
to make up for the loss. 

“There are no pure stand-up festivals in Chica- 
go outside of Just For Laughs,” she said. “There’s 
Snubfest, which has stand-up, and there’s Chica- 
go Women’s Funny Festival, which has stand-up, 
but neither of those are pure stand-up festivals. 
And we have such a great stand-up community 
that we really deserve [one].” 

When responses poured in from other come- 


dians asking for ways they could help, McVay 
realized that she’d inadvertently taken on the 
responsibility herself. “I was like, ‘I guess ’m 
running a festival!” she said. 

McVay contacted fellow comedians Stepha- 
nie Hasz, Zach Peterson and Goodrich Gevaart 
and comedy producer Matt Byrne, who all 
agreed to co-produce The Comedy Exposition 
of 2014, a three day stand-up extravaganza. The 
fest features 24 showcases at multiple venues 
with each day’s events taking place in one neigh- 
borhood so that audiences can move easily from 
one show to the next: Friday, it’s Lakeview; Sat- 
urday, it’s Wicker Park; and Sunday, it’s Logan 
Square. The talent roster features 70 comedians 
from Chicago and around the country, including 
headliners such as Andy Kindler, Jackie Kashi- 
an, Brooks Wheelan, Aparna Nancherla, Sean 
Patton, Sean O’Connor, Ryan Singer and Adam 
Cayton-Holland. 


But how do you finance a festival from scratch? 
When the team learned that it would take two 
years and a $1,000 fee to establish the fest as a 
nonprofit, their hopes of landing corporate fund- 
ing fell through, so they instituted a submission 
fee for applicants—a common practice on the 
festival circuit—and set up a Kickstarter account. 

“We put our initial goal at $3,000, and we 
actually reached it within 24 hours,” McVay 
said. “We were really hesitant about asking for 
{$3,000} because we didn’t think we could do 
it. But the community—and people outside the 
community, even—were just overwhelmingly 
generous. We actually ended up reaching double 
our goal, so we added more headliners.” 

More than 300 hopefuls submitted, so the 
five producers each watched at least seven min- 
utes of every clip and tallied their favorites. “We 
wanted to try to get people from all across the 
country and from all walks of life and not just

have a festival of 100 straight white dudes fror 
Chicago,” McVay said. “So we tried to pick 
bunch of people who we felt like were going t 
offer unique perspectives.” 

While the entire roster looks intriguing an 
most events are only $5 each, the sheer numbe 
of shows and their lineups can be mind-bog 
gling. So we checked in with all five producers t 
get their recommendations for don’t-miss act 
to get you started.

Joe Casey, frontman for bleak post-punk 
quartet Protomartyr, has read the numerous 
descriptions of his appearance. These range 
from generic (“I hear ‘insurance salesman’ a 
lot”) to inspired (the writer who labeled him 
a “business-casual Jeff Daniels”). 

“T'll take that one because Jeff Daniels is 
a local boy,” said Casey, 37, by phone from 
his Detroit home. “One foreign writer said I 
looked like Jeffrey Jones—the principal from 
‘Ferris Bueller’s Day Off’—and that stung 
a bit. It’s like, ‘The guy from “Full House”! 
OK, I get it, we both have weak chins. 
They've definitely made me realize it’s pretty 
rough for women performers. Guys don’t get 
it unless they look out of place onstage, which 
apparently I do.” 

Looks, however, can be deceiving, and 
Casey sounds perfectly at home ranting his 
way through the band’s excellent sophomore 
album “Under Color of Official Right,” which 
has garnered the crew the best reviews of its 
young career and even helped it land a recent 
tour slot opening for buzzy New York’s Par- 
quet Courts.

The first line in your press bio opens say- 
ing, “In a city full of brilliant people with 
dead-end jobs and dampened by bitter-cold 
winters...”

Are there any aspects of the city you do find 
bleeding into your music? 

There’s lots of space, and the cops aren't 
going to be concerned with noise complaints 
... because they’ve got other things to worry 
about. So there’s room and you can be loud. 
There’s not big crowds at a lot of the shows, 
so you don’t see a future in [music] and can 
kind of develop your own sound. You're not 
worried about impressing anybody because 
there’s not anybody to impress. 


You've said no one in Detroit cares about 
you until you’re famous someplace else. 
Now that you've been written about by 
publications located everywhere from San 
Francisco to New York, do you find people in 
your hometown paying attention? 

When we played with the Parquet Courts at 
Lager House, the show sold out in advance,

With the turn things have taken, do you feel 
like the new songs have taken on a more op- 
timistic tone, or have you simply managed 
to find new things that annoy? 

It’s funny, in “Tarpeian Rock” I complain 
about ants in the bathtub. Then I came back 
from tour like, “I’m a rock star!” and I go into 
the bathroom and sure enough ants have in- 
vaded the bathroom again, so that re-pissed 
me off. Unfortunately for me, I have that 
disposition where I can’t see things as wholly 
wonderful. The new stuff we’re working on, 


the songs are about money, or more accu- 
rately a lack of money, so I think it’s going to 
be in the same downer vein as the last one. 


You voted for Kwame Kilpatrick the first time 
he ran for office, right? [The title of the band’s 
latest was lifted from a phrase repeated at 
the disgraced Detroit politician’s trial.] 

I sure did, yeah. He was up against Gil Hill, 
who was in the “Beverly Hills Cop” movies 
as Eddie Murphy’s police chief. [Kilpatrick] 
was younger, and Hill, to me, represented the 
old Detroit.

Do you worry about success corrupting you?

Berry launches into 
new era with ‘Extant’

For at least an hour, one of the biggest stars 
on the planet was the center of attention at 
the premiere of CBS’ science-fiction drama 
“Extant” act the California Science Center in 
Exposition Park. 

But few looking on would have imagined 
that beneath her apparent calm, Halle Berry 
was a mass of bubbling anxiety at this crucial 
juncture in her career. 

“T was more nervous at that premiere than 
I’ve ever been at any other premiere in my 
life,” Berry recalled recently. “I found it hard 
to breathe that whole night. It was nice to 
hear the audience respond to the pilot— they 
seemed to like it. But it was very hard for me. 
I felt like they were watching something that 
wasn't quite finished.” 

“Extant,” which premieres at 8 p.m. 
Wednesday, certainly qualifies. The futuristic 
drama stars Berry as astronaut Molly Woods, 
whose life is turned upside down when she 
returns home from a yearlong solo mission to 
discover she is inexplicably pregnant. It pairs 
Berry’s cover-girl beauty and Oscar cred with 
the blockbuster pedigree of executive pro- 
ducer Steven Spielberg. 

CBS Entertainment President Nina Tassler 
said the network had “very high expecta- 
tions” for “Extant,” hoping the series at least 
measures up to the breakthrough of last sum- 
mer’s “Under the Dome” from author Ste- 
phen King. But for Berry, the show represents 


greater, more personal stakes. Although the 
47-year-old actress has dabbled in TV before, 
most notably in her Emmy-winning perfor- 
mance in 1999 as actress Dorothy Dandridge 
in HBO’s “Introducing Dorothy Dandridge,” 
the drama marks her first leading role in a 
regular series. 

Attracting more notice and tabloid head- 
lines is her off-screen life: a divorce, a ro- 
mance, breakup and messy custody battle 
with model Gabriel Aubry, the father of her 
first child, and her relationship with Olivier 
Martinez, the father of her second child. 

Without specifically addressing the past, 
Berry made it clear she sees “Extant” as the 
start of an era. 

“I’m so very proud of this,” she said. “When 
I started out, I wasn’t even able to dream 
about the position that I’m in now. I’m going 
into my second half, and it’s very empowering. 
It’s very tangible that I have more control, 
and it’s really exciting.” 

Berry, also a co-executive producer, said she 
identified with Molly and relished playing a 
character with flaws. “What I’ve learned from 
playing this role is that Molly is as complicat- 
ed as I am, and that’s what I hoped she would 
be,” she said. “I’m fascinated by what drives 
her, what she’s made of. I can relate to her 
struggle—she has a career, and she has a fam- 
ily, but she’s not being defined by either one. 
She’s very flawed but trying really hard to get 
it right, to be good in her job and in her life.”
